principles af our government. 


"With but one exception the tariff 


of 1789 was the very first act of Con- 
gress under the new Constitution.

was tlie work of the very men who 
had just been engaged in framino the 
Constitution, and who were supposed 
to be best acquainted with its scope 
and meaning. 
It became known as 


the second Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 
By a singular coincidence this 


tariff law or second Declaration of 
Indeptudence was approved on the 4th 
of July. 
Just thirteen years after the 


declaration of 17 '6." 


Washington, in his eighth annual 


message to Congress, December 
7, 


1796, says: "Congress have repeat- 
edly and not without success directed 
their attention to the encouragement 
of manufactures.

II Lonai horticulturist 
a press are at low temperature can be aji- 
plied ti make a liquid out of a gas, there 
is reason to believe that if greater pres- 
tare were applied at still lower tempera- 
ture then the liquid could be reduced to 
a solid. Water as we usually see it is a 
liquid, but at a higher temperature it is 
vapor; at a lower one a solid. Professor

Dewai's great achievement favors noth- 
ing leu than the startling theory that 
all substances, whether we know them 
comiU'inly as solid, liquid or vapor, can ' 
be reiiuced to all three of these forms. 
Thequestion is, Which isthooriginal one? 


We know that the first form of uiat- 


ter, so far as science can judge, was 
gaseous—star mist or fire mist. 
That 


was the original form of matter, if we 
can suppose it to have had at all an 
original form. 
The right way to put 


tho dc iinition, then, would be that asolid 
or liquid is a gas which has been sub- 
jected to pressure at the proper tem- 
perature. Both pressure and tempera- 
ture a re of course different for different 
subst; noes, if indeed all substances 
may I ot some day w.' proved to be one 
identical form of matter, aylerentiated 
by diverse arrangement of atom and 
molecule and varied conditions. 


Devar's discovery will add to BciT^e 
anew expression—nauicly, Llie J-cj lliuttl 
point' or temperature of a gas. The 
earlie • attempts to liquefy oxygct, were 
unsu< ccssful, because they consisted of 
the application of pressure at too high a 
tempi rature. Tho exact degree of cold 
to which a gas imnt bo reduced before 
it wil liquefy under pressure is called 
its "critical point." The critical point 
for oxygei: gas is IOC degrees below 
freezing point—that is to Kiiy, Io4 de- 
grees below zero. In obtaining Jiquid 
oxyg< n Professor Pmvar has succeeded 
in reaching a temperature of 250 degrees 
below zero. Professor De war is n Scotch- 
man by birth. He was tho pupil and as- 
sistant of Sir Lyon Playfair, and he is at 
present professor of natural experimen- 
tal philosophy in the University of Cam- 
bridge

One Lack In America. 


It is worth while to pay heed to the 


criticisms of intelligent foreigners who 
wish well to the United States. Such a 
foreigner is M. Henri do Vilmorin, sec- 
retary of the Agricultural society of 
France, and himself an eminent profes- 


and floriculturist. 


He says the thing that impressed him 
most strangely and unpleasantly was 
the lack of private gardens in America. 
He thought our people were kept so busy 
moving westward that they had no time 
to wait till trees, flowers and shrubs 
would grow properly about a home. 


Tlie finest gardens he found were, 


rather oddly, in the vicinity <»f Boston, 
where the climate is as unfavorable to 
flowers as that of almost any part of the 
Union. 
At Beverly, Mass., lie found 


come very beautiful gardens and some 
ixtraordinarily pretty flowers. He no- 
ticed with peculiar satisfaction, how- 
ever, that we were improving in this re- 
spect arid that our private houses, rail- 
way stations and public parks displayed 
many more flower beds and well kept 
lawns than was the case three years ago, 
when M. de Vilmorin was in America. 
He was sure tho trade in cut flowers in 
our cities had quite doubled in the last 
three years, and the quality of the roses, 
pinks and chrysanthemums was higher 
than it is in Europe. The charges for 
these beautiful flowers he found very 
moderate. He hoped that this lova for 
cut flowers would develop tho taste for 
flower culture in private homes. The 
greatest profusion of flowers and the 
most enthusiastic nower lovers LI. do 
Vilmorin found in California. 


The "Gibraltar of Republicanism," as 


Philadelphia has been sometimes called, 
seems to be in a bad way over the col- 
ored police question. In Brooklyn, ruled 
till the last election by Democrats for 
some years, the colored policeman bunks 
in with his white brethren of the force, 
occupying the same headquarters and 
sleeping room. At first there seemed to 
be some friction and a nervous irritabil- 
ity in regard to it on tho part of some 
police gentlemen of Hibernian descent, 
but this rubbed itself out after a time, 
and there was no further trouble. In 
Philadelphia, however, color feeling rose 
eo high in police i;n uies that at the Nine- 
teenth district station house a separate 
room was provided for the colored po- 
lice officers, and one of them was re- 
minded by a white officer and brother 
that lie Vieloiigou "with tho niggers up 
stairs." Thereupon a committee of col- 
ored citizens waited on hia honor the 
mayor, and informed him of the caste 
and color line that had been drawn by 
some of his white employes, likewise re- 
minding him that colored votes made no 
small part of the Philadelphia Repub- 
lican party. Then they gently hinted 
that colored voters did not approve of a 
policy in police quarters like that of the 
"Jim Crow car" system on southern 
railway lines. The hint was sufficient.

Gardeners have found it hard to get 


tit the. truth about the effect of electric- 
ity upon growing plants. 
The truth 


i-eems to bo that just enough of it i» ex- 
cellent, while too much of it is worse 
than none at all. It helps plants under 
t;lass when judiciously applied and is 
t aerefore benofici.d for early garden veg- 
etables. It makes the leaves and stems 
longer and hastens the growth. It like- 
wise makes the green parts of the plant a 
deeper green, but at the same time the 
plants must not be flooded with it and 
drowned out. Tbe exact amount each 
gardener must determine for himself by 
experimentation. 


A quartz grinding machine has been 


invented, which, it is claimed, will se- 
cure much more gold from the ore than 
any apparatus yet known. The new 
machine grinds the quartz to a powder 
ho fine that most of it will pass through 
a sieve containing 14,400 holes to the 
square inch. The powder passes into a 
stream of water, which washes away the 
lighter particles of dross, leaving them 
to float off, while the gold falls upon a 
bed of mercury, with which it amalga- 
mate*. 


Our Commercial Supremacy. 


Mr. John R. Proc-tor, writhiij in The 


Forum, says that England seems to be 
eithei trying to fetter the commerce of 
the world or insure the good behavior 
of mankind by acquiring strategic 
point i all over the world and fortifying 
them in addition to having coaling sta- 
tions scattered through all tho oceans. 
He dues not like to see England having 
everything her own way, but declares 
that ihe United States should enter the 
Btrug^le for commercial supremacy and 
wrest it from tho mother country's 
prrtflp. 
Ho montiona u fact rather to 


our discredit, as follows: A New York 
merchant not long since desired to ship 
a carjo of canncl coal from Norfolk to 
Rio Janeiro and found that he could 
send it from Norfolk to Liverpool, then 
reshi p it to Rio Janeiro cheaper than he 
coulo seud it direct from Norfolk to 
that /»lace. 


Tho United States now possesses GS 


ptr c^nt of all the coalfields of the civil- 
ized world. In 1891 the United States 
turned out 3-1 per cent of the world's 
output of pig iron, England only 30 per 
cent. The United States produces 80 per 
cent of all the cotton grown. Yet we 
only 
manufacture one-sixth of 
the 


world's supply. Great Britain manufac- 
tures three times as much and distri- 
butes throughout the world not only 
that product but nearly all the rest. 


Mr. Proctor does not believe that the 


war caused the decline in the American 
merchant marine. It began before the 
war, he says, immediately following 
1850. 
The cause of the decline he at- 


tributes to the immense development of 
our own west and south and the build- 
ing of many railways. 
This gave a 


inori profitable investment for our capi- 
tal than the putting of it into ships Cor 
commerce. 
Now, however, producing 


BO gieat a proportion of the world's raw 
mat< rial, it is our duty to get back the 
commerce we formerly enjoyed. The 
first step toward this is the completion 
quic'cly of a canal across the isthmus, 
thus connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceaas. 


Mr. Proctor does not believe in a tar- 


iff. 
He says that England's commercial 


supremacy on the seas dates from her 
adoption of free trade. But Great Brit- 
ain tubsidizes her ocean steamers liber- 
ally on condition that in case of war 
they form part of her naval reserve. To 
match this Proctor thinka our govern- 


' ment should aid in building the isthmus 
canal, and then allow to pass through it 
free such American ships as agree to 
form oart of our naval reserve. 


An important decision has been ren- 


dered in Pennsylvania in case of the 
state against the Sharon Coal company. 
The state officers arbitrarily increased 
the valuation of the Sharon company's 
property", basing the increase on the fact 
of its largely increased net earnings. The 
decision of the judge was that net earn- 
ings over and above what have been paid 
out in dividends or reserved as a surplus

of the value of the stock of a concern. 
The court therefore took the valuation 
of the company's property as made by 
its own officers instead of the state offi- 
cers.

HE WAITED FOR THE SIGNAL.

A heavy thunderstorm raises different 


emotions in the. observer's breast. It may 
bo of awe, wonder, terror or inlore.',r, ac- 
cording to tin- beholder's temperament. 
Ninety-nine out of every hundred readers 
doubtless1 imagine thai the vivid fl.-i lies of 
lightning \\hioh o;i I in se occasions follow 
each othi r w ith Micii rapidity and brillian- 
cy aro absolutely insUinUtncous in appear- 
ance and efi'ect, and to the unaided eye 
they appear as such. 


Learne'd and deep thinking suvant.-i have, 


however, brought scientific accuracy to 
bear oil the subject, and their investiga- 
tions into the rjtiestion of the duration and 


Mul of tho electric (lash led up to some of 


the most ingenious and beautiful experi- 
ments in the history of electrical science. 


The method adopted by scientists of tim- 


ing a flash of lightning is as follows: By 
means of multiplying machinery a mirror 
is made to iv\dive .'it an enormous speed, 
in some cases HOO times per second, or near- 
ly fll),000 limes a minute. It is re.asoi,"d 
tliatif the ilcctrie, ila.sh be strictly instan- 
taneous it will appear reflected on the inir 
•or as dots or points of light; whereas, let 
its duration bo CUT so small, the mirror 
would .move moanwhiie and the electric 
(lash appear reflect Hi in the mirror as a 
line of li^lit more or less strong. 


In experiments that havo taken place it 


is found Unit the mirror, traveling as above 
stated, does move while the flash lasts 
throtiL'h '.-0 degrees, or t ho one-thirteenth of 
a revolution. There-fore tho duration of a 
flash of lightning is one-thirteenth of one- 


;ht hundredth, or the ten llionsaudth 


part of asccond; thus one-thirteenth of one- 
eiglil hundredth equals one-Len thousand 
four hundredth. The writer has a lively 
remembrance of the vivid effects even this 
extremely brief duration will give rise to 
on a dark night. 


Should the reader care to do the timing 


of a flash of lightning for himself he may 
do so very easily by taking a cardboard 
disk and painting on it a number of alter- 
nate black and white sections. If tho disk 
be then attached to the, wheel of the fami- 
ly sewing machine and made to revolve 
rapidly, il, appears to tho unaided ej e to be 
of a uniform!} giay tint. The eye fails to 
distinguish thi' respective black and white 
sections in conseqiiL-nce of an impression 
on the retina lasting tho tenth of a second. 
But lot. the disk be set going during a thu u- 
derstorm; the fhi.she.sof lightningwillshow 
up the black and w h i l e sections quite dis- 
tinctly, thus shou ing the duration of the 
flash to be less than the period of revolu- 
tion through one section.

Rafting In Western Pennsylvania.

Railroads hud not pc-iietrulud tliu ri'Biau 
when white pine was icing of western Penn- 
sylvania, and the lumber was all sent to 
market by tlie creok and river. A raft, was 
compactly built of boards containing Crom 
20,000 to 50,000 feet, owing much to the size 
of the stream to bo navigated. Thou wheu 
the spring floods ciime e\ erybody, oven to 
the village preacher and doctor, v. ent "down 
the creek." 


Tho rafts were fitted wifli great oars at 


either end, the use of which emibli'd the 
hanels to keep the craft in tho channel. As 
those smaller pieces readied the river they 
were grouped in fleels and coupled togeth- 
er until a fleet, a-, it reached Piltsburg, 
covered half an acre of territory and flouted 
nearly 500,OOt) of lumber. As they woi.e, ou 
down the Ohio to Cincinnati or Louisville, 
they were again coupled up until the. area 
of some of tho largo ones foil a little short 
of two acres, with a value of close to $230,- 


000. 


In April and May the main stream of the 


Alloghany presented an exhilarating sight. 
From early daybreak until nightfall the 
stream ran full of rafts, following closely 
behind one another. At night every eddy 
along the valley was tied full of acres of 
clean white pine.

Miss Xancy 13ailey is a pretty young Eng- 


lish woman about whom many things 
might be said; for example, Miss Bailey 
js an index* r. When one takes into account 
the fact thai there are not more than half 
a dozen others in all of Great I3rit.aiit and 
that Miss Xancy leads them all, it will be 
seen that this is saying a good deal. 


Nancy was a Shropshire girl in her early 


youth, and one never lo be forgotten day 
she set out for London, determined to "do 
something." Slie didn't have indexing in 
mind then. She yearned to be literary, and 
as she was very much interested in artistic 
subjects sent off sundry articles in that 
line to tbe maga/lnes. These were itnally 
printed, but in the meantime great finan- 
cial stringency overlook tho young ajlhor.

That was strong praise, but Miss Nancy 


earned it. "I shall always remember,'' .she 
says, "my start on Hansard. I felt that it 
was absolutely hopeless; that I should 
never succeed.
